The closing of the other bank 
came with a suddenness that was 
unexpected and the Peoples State 
Bank started business with only its 
usual cash funds. 
W ithin an hour 
additional funds had arrived and 
arran g em en ts made 
for delivery 
early in the afternoon for a re­ 
serve th a t would answ er all pos­ 
sible requirem ents. 
T hat reserve 
has not yet been touched. 
Before noon 
deposits 
were as 
common as

and by 
closing time a t three o’clock a con­ 
siderable am ount of the money th at 
had been w ithdraw n in the m orn­ 
ing was deposited back into the 
bank.

It you like cooked desserts and 
enjoy7 that “something different in 
your daily menus, you will be inter­ 
ested in the Illinois peach crop. 
For these peaches can he prepared 
in so many ways that it would be 
literally possible for every one to 
nave a peach dessert for dinner ev­ 
ery day for the next month, with­ 
out having the same dish twice. 
Ol course, there are some tried 
and true peach dishes with which 
every one is familiar. Every7 house­ 
wife has her favorite receipe for 
peach pie. 
Peach shortcake is an­ 
other delicacy that most 
people 
have learned to enjoy. And. peaches 
and cream, and peach sundaes also 
have their champions. 
But, there are other peach dishes 
that are not so well known as these, 
but which are, nevertheless, deli­ 
cious. 
Take, for example, peach 
cobbler. 
It is a satisfying dessert 
that can be easily made. 
Here is 
a recipe for it that I recommend to 
my friends: 
Peach Cobbler 
1 cups flour. 
8 teaspoons baking powder. 
2 tablespoons lard. 
I teaspoon salt. 
1 tablespoon sugar. 
Milk to make a soft dough. 
Mix and sift floui, baking powd­ 
er, salt and sugar. 
Cut in lard 
and add milk. 
Roll one-half inch 
thick. 
Put over sweetened sliced 
peaches, and bake 15 minutes in >a 
hot. oven. 
To the person who thinks no des­ 
sert is quite so delicious as a pud­ 
ding, peach Betty is the proverbial 
“dish from the gods.” 
And (this 
is of special interest to housewives) 
it is easy to prepare, and it requires 
no expensive ingredients. Here is a 
tested recipe for it: 
l each Betty 
12 peaches. 
2 cups stale bread crumbs. 
I cup sugar. 
3 tablespoons butter. 
Peel peaches and chop into coarse 
pieces. 
Grease baking dish and 
put in layer of peaches, sprinkle 
with sugar, then with crumbs, ami 
dot with butter. Repeat ingredients 
until all tho materials 
are used. 
Cover-and bake 45 minutes in mod­ 
erately hot oven. 
Then 
uncover, 
and bake 15 minutes longer to al­ 
low surface to brown. 
Serve with 
cream or with custard sauce. 
Of course, you have tasted frit­ 
ters. 
But. Jttqve you ever sat down 
before a plate of peach fritters? If 
yep haven’t, there’s a treat in store 
for you. 
If you have a dependable 
recipe for fritters, 
use 
it with 
peaches. 
If you wish a good re­ 
cipe for peach fritters, 
try the 
following: 
Peach Fritters 
I 1'!* cups peach pulp. 
3 tablespoons sugar. 
1 tablespoon lemon iuice. 
at cup flour. 
2 eggs. 
1 j cup water. 
I i teaspon. salt. 
Mix peach pulp, sugar and lemon 
juice, and set to one 
side. 
Mix 
flour and salt, then add egg yolks 
and water, mixing’the combination 
into a smooth batter. 
Add peach 
mixture. 
Now add 
egg whites 
beaten stiff. 
Fry in deep.hot fat. 
And, now for something really 
i different. 
I don’t 
even know its 
I name, but in order to label it, I’ll 
call it custard peaches: 
Custard Peaches 
Take large peaches, noel, and cut 
slice off 
toils. 
Remove 
stones 
without breaking fruit. 
Fill cavity 
with chopped fruit (apples, raisins, 
etc.) and nuts. 
Set peaches up­ 
right. in dish, and pour over them 
a rich custard. 
Chill before serv­ 
ing.
